REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


District No. 1. 


Three terms. Miss Carrie L. Morse, teacher. With the 
close of the winter school, Miss Morse completed her eighth 
term in this district—pretty good evidence that she has many 
friends here, both among parents and scholars. 

We congratulate the people of this district upon their har- 
monious and successful school throughout the year. 


District No. 2. 


Two terms. Miss Leonora E. Flint, teacher. At my sev- 
eral visits the scholars appeared orderly and studious, the close- 
ing examinations showing that the time had been profitably 
occupied. ) 

The record of attendance of a majority of the pupils is one 
of the best in town. 


° District No. 3. 


Miss Sarah E. Clough, of Grantham, teacher. Miss Clough 
appeared to have the approval of the parents, which, united 
with the respectful demeanor and studious habits of the schol- 
ars, made a very successful school. 


District No. 4. 


Three terms. First and second terms taught by Miss Fan- 
nie Wadleigh, of Haverhill, Mass. 

This school, during the summer and fall terms, ranks first in 
town in progress and general appearance. There are some 
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very good scholars in this district, and they were fortunate in 
having the instruction of so excellent a teacher as Miss W. We 
found here the best drilled reading classes in town: 

Winter term, Miss Ida Brown, teacher. The addition of a 
few large boys to the school, together with an unfounded prej- 
udice against Miss’ B. on the part of some of the pupils, seems 
to have entirely changed its character during the first part of 
the term. The attendance of a portion of the scholars was very 
irregular: such, of course, made little progress. Miss Brown 
had previously gained a good reputation as a teacher, and, al- 
though she may have made some mistakes in judgment, is not 
entirely to blame for the partial failure of the school. Had she 
received the cordial support from parents and pupils given the 
previous teacher, the success of the term would have been 
greatly enhanced. 


District No. 5. 


Two terms. The summer school began under the instruc- 

tion of Miss Ida Brown, who was obliged to leave at the end 
of the second week on account of sickness in her family. Miss 
Marietta J. Whitcomb finished the school. 
_ While the closing exmination showed quite good improve- 
ment in some of the studies, it seemed evident that a stricter 
discipline would have been a decided improvement, both to 
the progress and the general appearance of the pupils. 

Winter term taught by the same teacher with similar results. 


District No. 6. 


Summer term. Miss Nettie M. Peabody, teacher. This 
is one of the pleasantest schools in town. Under the care of 
an experienced and willing teacher like Miss P., the term, as a 
matter of course, was a successful one. 

Winter term. George M. Carr, teacher. A very studious 
and orderly school. Deportment and improvement highly 
creditable to both teacher and pupils. 


District No. 7. 


Summer term. Miss Lizzie A. Fogg, of Hopkinton, teach- 
er. Miss Fogg began this school without previous experience ' 
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as a teacher, and appeared to have gained the good-will of her 
pupils, which was shown in the handsome present made her 
at the close of the term. In a more difficult school Miss F. 
would find a stricter discipline and a more positive manner 
in dealing with her pupils necessary. 

Winter term. James Fellows, Esq., teacher. Mr. Fellows 
_is a veteran teacher, having been engaged in the work more or 
less during the last forty years. His manner of teaching is 
original and practical. Some scholars made wonderful im- 
provement: all appeared well. 


District No. 8. 


Three terms. First and second terms taught by Miss Mary 
E. Putney, of Andover. At my several visits, both teacher 
and pupils seemed interested, and busily improving the time; 
order was excellent, and closing examination very satisfactory. 

Winter term. Miss Fannie Wadleigh, teacher. Miss W. 
brought here the excellent reputation gained in district No. 4. 
That it was well deserved was shown in the able manner in 
in which she managed this—sometimes difficult—school. The 
parents and scholars deserve great credit for their cordial sup- 
port of the teacher, and for their efforts toward retrieving the 
reputation of the district for irregularity of attendance. The 
twelve names on the roll of honor for the winter term show 
that a move in the right direction has been made. 


District No. 10. 


Summer term. Reuben W. Lovering, of Hillsborough, 
teacher. This was a short term of four weeks, and Mr. Lov- 
ering’s first attempt at teaching. Progress very good for the 
length of the term. . 

Winter term. Franklin Wyman, of Hillsborough, teacher. 
Mr. Wyman is very young, and began this school without pre- 
vious experience as a teacher. That he made some mistakes 
is very likely: that a portion of the people of the district mag- 
nified these mistakes, and displayed a spirit of fault-finding cal- 
culated to discourage even an experienced teacher, is very 
evident. Great progress under the circumstances could not be 
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expected. That fair attainment was shown, is enough to indi- 
cate that under favorable circumstances Mr. W. would be suc- 
cessful. 


District No. 11. 


Summer term. Miss Minerva M. Patten, teacher. On 
account of other engagements, this school was visited the day 
before its close: both teacher and pupils, however, were found 
ready. 

Among the characteristics of this school may be mentioned 
perfect order, regular attendance, and a total absence of tardy- 
marks. Miss Patten is well known as a teacher to most of 
our citizens, and needs no special commendation from me. 

Winter term. Mr. George N. Merrill, teacher. Mr. Mer- 
rill is a very good scholar, but that he failed in the manage- 
ment of this school was apparent to any one who visited it, 
during the latter part of the term. In his ‘anxiety to gain 
the good-will of his pupils, he appeared to have lost their re- 
spect. While a few classes showed quite good improvement, 
in others the progress was in the wrong direction. A teacher 
should be careful to give his scholars the benefit of a good 
example tn language and behavior, both in and out of the 
school-room. 


District No. 12. 


Two terms, taught by Miss Elvira J. Buckman. This 
school, under the instruction of Miss Buckman, appeared per- 
fectly harmonious. Progress and deportment alike creditable 
to pupils and teacher. Much knowledge of a practical nature 
was imparted. 


District No. 13. 


First term taught by Miss Helen H. Colby, of Hopkinton. 
This small school was fortunate in securing the services of an 
able and experienced teacher. The critical examination at 
the close of the term was well sustained by the pupils, indi- 
cating a thoroughness not oftened witnessed here. Second 
term, Miss Luvia G. Annable, of Concord, teacher. This 
was the first experience of Miss A. as a teacher. The school 


. —— 
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under her instruction made very good progress. Record of 
attendance the highest in town. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In presenting the annual report of the condition of our 
schools, I should be happy to bear record of the prosperity of 
all, could ‘this be done in the exercise of an impartial judg- 
ment in regard to the facts. While the summer schools, gen- 
erally, were fully up to the average of the last few years, in 
progress and general appearance, the winter schools, from 
various causes, have fallen somewhat below such average. To 
enumerate all the causes which may have hindered the pros- 
perity of some of them would not be consistent with the limits 
of a report of this kind. In the ideas here offered, it seems 
expedient that we begin at the starting-point—the district 
school-meeting. | 

Select none but the best men for the office of prudential com- 
mittee, men who take an interest in school matters, and who 
will not hire the first person who offers, simply to save time in 
looking for a first-class teacher. The committee selected 
should secure the services of the best teacher within the means 
of the district he represents, not regarding, in all cases, the per- 
sons who will labor for the smallest compensation as the cheap- 
est ones to hire. After selecting his teachers, he should so far 
presume upon their intelligence as to free them from the feel- 
ing that they are doing another’s work in another’s way; or, in 
other words, he should be chary of his advice. It is very 
doubtful whether the advice of a prudential committee, or other 
interested person, in regard to the management of a school, 
ever proves advantageous to the teacher. It is certantly’ mis- 
taken kindness in giving a history of individual scholars, and 
a general charge to the teacher to punish such and such schol- 
ars severely whenever they transgress the rules of school. No 
worthy and experienced teacher would follow such advice, but 
would be cautious and discreet, first, discovering the situation, 
then governing themselves accordingly. 

One reason which has operated against the true progress of 
our scholars the past year (and perhaps longer), is the fact that 
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at least one fourth are studying books too hard for them. The 
disposition of most pupils is to get into large books ; while nota 
few parents gauge the amount of “instruction by the size of the 
text-books, or the number of pages gone over, rather than the 


ideas obtained. When this isthe case, woe to the teacher or — 


school officer who suggests, that, as the fundamental principles 


are placed first in the book, they should first be thoroughly — 


learned. 

In conclusion, I would say of the foregoing report, that, while 
not claiming it to be infallible, yet, having ‘‘no friends to re- 
ward or enemies to punish,” I believe it to be impartial, and, I 
hope, just to all.
